co of thriftand solidity about the 
placo which indicates the substantial char- 
acter of the people. 

We expected to find the buildings of a 
more primitive,temporary nature, and were 
agreeably surprised at the fino structures 
erected by the government for its public 
offices, and at what has been dono by 
private and corporation enterprise towards 
adorning the city. There are larger stores 
and far heavier stocks carried on Main 
Stroot hore, than on Front Street, Bello- 
ville.

EXTENSIVE BUSINESS 

relations have sprung up with American 
citizona since the establishment of railroad 
communication between hore and the United 
States, the merchants of Winnipeg much 

refer doing business with Toronto and 

fontreal houses. Although the peeple 
out here seem to have plenty of money and 
to spend it freely, trading adventures more 
than keep pacg with the colonization and 
presoot requirements of the country, Men 
to cultivate the rich soil are wanted, but 
business of almost every kind is overdone, 
‘and keen competition exists in every de- 
partment. Some young men who have not 
the ability to auccved in the eastern proy- 
inces, take the advice of tho late Horace 
Greely and come out here, imagining they 
can become merchant princes, but find 
themselves sadly mistaken. Those engaged 
in trade, aro mun who dared to venture here 
under far less favorable ciroumatances than 
now exist, to earn a livelihood. Many of 
them have been for years in the employ of 
the Hodson Bay Co. at different trading 
poats, know the requirements of the coun- 
try thoroughly, can speak the French and 
Indian prguanscand being wide-awake, 
‘enorgetic, hard workers, have every advan. 
tage over strangers comin, in to establish a 
business 

We havo had tho pleasure of meeting

FIELD FOR TRADINO OPERATIONS 
is at present thinly settled, and there! 
greater in territorial extent than ia imme- 
diate bosiness importance, bat the tide of 
emigration has set in and there are favor- 
able opportunitics for the right stamp of 
men to build themselves up with the coun- 
try. Winnipeg being the metropolis of the 
west, ita trade stretches over the whole of 
that immenso region of British Territory 
between Lake Superior and the Rocky Moun- 
talons.

‘THB NORTHWEST COMFANY. 
They becamo grvat rivals of tho H. B. 
., and increased their previous area. of 
trade, until their trading boats, loaded 
with fors and goods, travelled the conti- 
nent in every direction, through tho great 
chain of rivers and lakea from Montreal to 
tho Pacific Ocean, ‘Their trade in this 
northwest district continued undisputed 
until 1812, when the H. B Oo. built Fort 
Garry, catablished their first trading post 
on Red. River, and laid claim to the exclu- 
ive right of the country, which they claim 
ed camo,under their charter, The two 
‘companies soon came in collision, and in 
‘ono of their affrays the Commander of the 
H. B. Co. was killed. This open warfare 
brought both companica to their senses, 
and in 1821 they formed a: coalition, and 
continued under the chartered name and 
rights of the Hudson's Bay Qo, until 1863, 
when they sold their right to oxclosive 
trado and jurisdiction, claimed under their 
old charter, over this vast territory, receiv 
ing therefor $1,600,000 cash and one- 
twonticth of the land, with especial roser- 
vations about some of their posts, about 
50,000 actus. ‘Tho torms of rolinquisment 
were not made practical until threo years 
Inter, so that this vast countey has only 
been'open to settlement, occupancy and 
general trade since 1871. 


A MIXED NAOH OF PEOPLE. 


Tn 1812 Lord Selkirk brought outa party 
of 200 Highland Scotchmen and started a 
colony on the Red River. They had many 
difficulties to contend with at first, but 
managed to overcome thow, and’in 1816 a 
largo addition waa mado to their number 
by fresh arrivals from Scotland. In addi- 
tion to these sottlera there waa an immense 
number of mon in the employ of the trad 
ing companies before alluded to, and there 
boing no women in the land they saw that 
tho daughters of “Lo” wore not fair to 
the eyo, and tuok unto thomselves wives 
therefrom, They raised up unto them 

children that have multiplied aa the 
“‘aanda of the sea,” and aro now known 
throughout Canada ax 
THE UALF-BREEDS, 

They aro anintelligent and vigorons races 
posscased of a wonderful power of endur- 
ance. Many of them are well educated and 
hold high positions in the country. There 
scem to be two distinct classs of them,one 
inheriting tho roving disposition of their 
Indian mothers, and the, other following 
the civilized instincts of their fathers. The 
former become hunters, voyaguers, &o., the 
Inttor prefor a moro sottled and civilized 

they nearly all speak tho Indian, 
English and French langnages, and in con 
sequence of their knowledge of Indian 
have rendered excellent wervices in connec 
tion with the Indian policy of the Govern- 
ment. Tho hunters among them keep 
moving forthor west as the country becomes 
settled and seem to keop in the wake of the 
red man preparing him for the onward 
march of civilization. They will no doubt 
continuo their goo! offices as frontiersmen, 
rant coureure of human progress in. its 
onward march up the great fertile valleys 
tothe Rocky Moontains, and down the 
sunny western alopea to the Pacific, 
fhe atranger passing through the atroota 
of Winnipeg at this soason of tho year sees 
MANY QUEER sI0Urs, 
among which are the dog trains and Red 
River sledges drawn by oxen. A dog sloigh 
is simply a board with the front ond bent 
over, similar to a toboggin, with rawhide 
straps fastoned thereto and by which it is 
drawn, ‘These caravana aro extonsively 
usod for carrying the mail in out of tho way 
places, and making loog journeys through 
the bash where no roads are cut. Four 
doga are harnessed to cach aled and driven 
intandem, A gentleman who juat arrived 
by dog tram from Fort Francis, 200 miles 
distant. made the trip in four days and a 
half." The leader is always a vory intelli- 
gent dog, who understands the word of 
command and guides the others as directed. 
‘The hardy half-brved driver and guide runs 
ahead of his animals the most of bia time, 
and thinks nothing of making 60 or 60 
miles a day. Each dog is supposed to draw 
10 tbs. ‘Theso trains aro now coming in 
for Now Year's day from every direction, 
and ary hitebed to a post while in town the 
samo an we would tie up a horse, Tho ox 
sledges are also of a vory primitive naturo, 
something similar to» Lange home-made 
horao sleighs, ‘They aro the principal 
means of conveyance and come into the city 
d with hay, wood, grain, 
beef and all kinds of prodace. One largo 
ox harnessed and hitched botwoon two 
shafts like a horse, in driven by means of a 
rope tied around ite horns. I observed 
thirteen of them, heavily laden with hay, 
all in « train and driven by one man.

Although for somo time past tho Grand 
Tronk has not had independent accoas to 
Chicago, and tho trafic receipta have fallen 
off considerably in consequence, yet the 
London (England) Railway News,’ which 
dovotes a long article to tho subject, 
speaka vory favorably of the condition of 
tho line and ita prospects, Our contempor- 
ary states that a comparison of the pressnt 
condition of the line and its rolling stoek, 
and the amount of actual work performed, 
with that of even three years provious, will 
show the extraordinary rate of progress 
which. has been made in simproving tho 
carrying capacity of the lino and increasing 
ita carning powers, In 1872 there wero only 
109 miles of atool rails laid ; there are now 
1,621 miles. Tho locomotives, which at 
the timo just mentioned wore 346 in 
number, havo increased to 434; and the 
cars have increased in number from 4,572 
to 8,670. The Company. carried in the 
year first named—the year immediately 
preceding the change of gaugo—433millions 
of tons one milo, and last year 776 millions 
of tona Tho car miles increased from 83 to 
147 millions. The nomber of engines has 
increased 25 per cent ; cars owned by the 
Company increased 96 por ont; ditto 
hired decreasod 45 per cent ; total of all 
ears owned and hired by the company in- 
creased 55 por cent.

It 
occupiea a position of power and influence, 
‘and ita action is felt by tho leading trunk 
lines of the United States, and no arrange- 
ments with respect to traffio made on the 
one side of the St. Lawrence can hope for 
auiccess unless the interests of the Grand 
Trunk has been duly considered and pro- 
vided for, Tho revival of commercial 
activity which: has comménced in tho 
States will rapidly extend to Canada and 
the negotiations in rogard to reciprocity 
nnd interchange of traflic may be expected 
to make good progress under the Adminis- 
tration of Sir J. A. Macdonald.

Mr. Wiliam Jameson, of Point Fortune, 
Quebec, who died in this village on Monday 
Tat, at the realdence of his nister, Mra. 
harn, requested s fow days ago that,

made for a pistol bullet and a portion of a 
brace buckle which he had been carrying 
somewhere within him for about forty-c 
years. In 1837, the m
